The Passing Show

“Bob” Anderson, Hollywood daredevil, motion 
picture stunt pilot and general he-man is in the 
hospital at Tucson, Arizona, in a semi-paralyzed 
condition from a dislocated vertebra in his neck. 

Bob ured to earn money by towing fire-engines 
about the streets of the towns he would visit, by 
means of a rope clamped between his teeth. He 
wasn't towing a fire-engine or a lumber truck with 
his teeth when he dislocated his neck and became 
semi-paralyzed. He fell over a chair. 

Peréy Currie died in a hospiial et Montreal from 
exposure. He had been sleeping in box cars and 
barns while “riding the rods” on his way back to 
Ireland where he was heir to a $200,000 legacy. 

In his new biography “Mary Lincoln,” Carl 
Sandburg reveals that Abraham Lincoln's wife 
would never allow herself to be photographed with 
her lanky husband. She was sensitive about ap- 
pearances and didn't wish to be seen on the same 
plate with him. Once when she heard him make

Why Technocracy of some sort is inevitable. 
A recent advertisement of the United States Beet 
Sugar Association—no friend of Technocracy—says: 


Always striving for utmost economy and ef- 
ficiency, the beet sugar industry established the 
great importance of beet molasses as livestock 
food. 

Molasses, you may remember, is the syrup by- 
product of sugar making. It contains sugar that 
cannot be recovered by ordinary refining methods. 
Now go on with the story. 

But while molasses is valuable, the sugar in 
it is more valuable. So technologists found 
Ways of getting more and more sugar from 
molasses 

Not content, research laboratories worked 
still harder to get still more sugar. Finally, one 
beet sugar company built a plant that recovers 
730 pounds of sugar from a ton of final molasses 
that has already been through a complete refin- 
ing cycle. 

That isn’t the whole story of what technology 
and research had done. The ad. goes on to say: 

All sorts ef chemical compounds are found 
in the “waste” waters and syrups at this factory. 
Chemists now know that the by-products of the 
molasses refining are as infinite in variety as 
the derivatives of coal tar. 

Take one example. Two carloads of steers 
were fed at a beet sugar company’s experimen- 
tal farm. One had a standard, tested ration 
which included small amounts of beet molasses 
The other group had the same ration with a 
fourth of the molasses replaced with “sweet- 
water"—hitherto a waste product of the 
molasses plant. When fattened, the two car- 
loads of steers were shipped to a distant mar- 
ket. The sweetwater steers sold at an average 
of $9.90 per head more than the “control” car- 
load of standard, prime animals 4 

Previously, beet refineries had allowed 
Sweetwater to run into the sewers, just as the cooks 
of the European armies in the Boxer Rebellion 
used to throw away the water in which the rice had 
been boiled—until the doctors noticing how the 
Japanese soldiers throve on a rice diet while Brit 
ish, French and Germans grew weak and ill, dis- 
covered the nature of vitamins The European 
army cooks had been throwing away rice 
vitamins. When they altered their cookery meth- 
ods, the European armies grew well and strong on 
rice

Technology’ has added a new bio-chemical food 
An acre of beets now raises 300 pounds of beef as 
well as an increased yield of sugar, in consequence 
of this research. A smaller number of acre* in 
beets are needed as a result of increased sugar 
recovery from molasses; a smaller acreage in fodder 
crops will be needed as a result of the experiments. 
To save the farmer from suffering as a result of 
technological advances and research discoveries as 
the factory worker has suffered by the perfection 
of machine methods, some sort of technocratic gov- 
ernment is necessary. Unless the benefits of scien- 
tifie and engineering advance are distributed over 
the community, in shorter hours and advanced 
standards of living, then the machine becorhes a 
Frankenstein driving by each advance some into 
starvation, others to reduce their living standards 
by sharing their work, preventing men from buying 
commodities freely, reducing commodity privet: an. 
in short, bringing about such a condition of <ffairs 
as now confronts the peoples of the North Amer- 
ican continent 


Some superior individuals are expressing lofty 
disdain at the “amateur economists” who are con- 
cerned to find a way to better things the 
present economic impasse. They think that only 
bankers and financiers and professional econornists 
should speak, and that the rest of mankind should 
be content to draw relief rations or see their life- 
Savings swept away 

If we had wisdom, if we had assurance, if we 
had only someone to speak in tones of authority ang 
tell us when and how the bankers and financiers 
and economists are to pull the world out of the 
slough, there might be some ground for reproof of 
those who volunteer opinion and advice. 

Ottawa in standing fur “sound money” offers no 
program or explanation. Montagu Nerman for the 
Bank of England, and virtually for the British 
Treasury, says he doesn't know. But the most piti- 
ful and picturesque statement of helplessness comes 
from Owen D. Young. American banker, chairman 
of General Motors Corporation and author of the 
Young Plan of :eparations. Says Young: 

It strikes me that we're all in the same boat 
with Christopher Columbus. He didn't know 
where he was going when he started. When he 
sot there he didn’t know where he was And 
when he got back he didn't know where he had

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy) ccc! 

How many of you saw the mechanical man, or 
robot, who walked across the floor and answered 
the telephone? A part of the body which is para- 
lyzed might be compared to a mechanical man who 
is disconnected from his electrical current. You 
might compare the wires, which carry the current, 
with the nerves in the body and the machines, 
which move the mechanical man, with the muscles. 
When the current passes through the robot, he is 
stimulated to make the proper response, but, when 
the current is shut off, he stands still as though 
paralyzed, It is the same with the nerves and 
musciés, When the nerve is paralyzed so that it no 
longer carries impulses, we find that the muscle 
no longer moves but is paralyzed. 

In reality, paralysis is not a disease but a symp- 
ton which refers to a loss of movement of the 
muscles in some part of the body. Paralysis is no 
longer the hopeless affliction that it used to be now 
that we know so much of the right treatment for 
it. When the right treatrnent is used immediately, 
I have seen complets cufes of severe paralysis, but, 
when the treatment is delayed, the cure takes 
longer and may not be complete, although it is 
usually possible to bring about some degree of 
improvement. 

There are several kinds of paralysis, but in every 
ease there is some injury or interference with the 
brain or nervous system. One of the most common 
kinds is that which follows a stroke of apoplexy, 
the paralysis being due to a clot of blood on the 
brain. Another kind is an injury of the spinal cord 
due to drinking a certain kind of artificial ginger 
extract. Accidents may also injure the brain or 
nervous system, producing paralysis. Children may 
suffer from infantile paralysis due to an inflamma- 
tion of the spinal cord, while the aged may develop 
a form of paralysis known as shaking palsy. 
Creeping paralysis, which begins at the toe and 
gradually creeps upward, is another kind and is an 
indication of a gradually rising destruction in the 
spinal cord. A temporary paralysis may occur 
when the muscles are not used for some time, as 
when a part has been kept in a sling or a cast. 

A severe paralysis produces a crippling which is 
more marked than in any trouble besides, perhaps, 
anthritis deformans. When paralysis has existed 
for some time, there tends to be a wasting of the 
muscles and the limbs and parts affected may 
become smaller and appear pale and withered. 
Often only one-half or a portion of the body may 
be affected 

Practically all forms of paralysis not due to 
injury are due to various toxins which attack and 
destroy special parts of the nervous sys‘em; this is 
the important reason why treatment must be started 
as soon as possible.

Appropriate physio-therapy treatments, 
using the sinusoidal current, should be given to 
increase the circulation and to encourage the de- 
velopment of muscular power in the parts affected 
Stimulation of the spine and nerves by alternate 
hot and cold packs and showers is often helpful, 
as is every method of increasing elimination includ- 
ing sponging of the skin and the daily use of 
enemes 

After the preliminary fast, the patient must use a 
careful diet and exercise should be taken in order 
to re-educate the stricken nerves and to restore 
Prope rtone in the muscles. Daily massage of the 
entire body is also helpful. These measures, when 
properly combined, will produce good results in 
almost every case of paralysis regardiess of the type.
